I am enclosing a letter from Dr. Pradeau giving his various 
titles. “Should any of these go on after his name? As a rule no 
titles have appeared on the monographs. 


The title of the book will be NUMISMATIC HISTORY OF MEXICO. 
He brings up the question of whether we will publish the subsequent work 
which brings the Mexican coinage to date. This would depend on 


whether we call this Volume I or cut out the word Volume I. The 
e will be, at any rate, FROM PRE-COLOMBIAN EPOCH TO 1821. 


The work is virtually complete and can be handed to the 
printer and engraver at any time.
